"Psychologlcal writers ha-ve brought 
poetry back into the novel," 8. 
Stephenson Smith, of thp English de- 
partment, said last nlgiit in the sec- 
ond lecture of a series siionsored by 
the committee on Free Intellectual 
Activities, before a crowd of over 
two' hùridred In Vlllard assembly. "I 
for one, am glad to see the triumph 
of I'maglnatlve reason.^'
